Engineer Hughe-t* Great Stop. 


Knclncoi- lluglu>H attributes to the 


excelk-ni cnuditlo1!! of the brakes the 
fact lh.it tho accident was no*, more 
scrloiii". He m:idu n marvolously quick 
stop of tliu train. Hughes noticed that 
something n-ns wrong with his tcudor 
anil tho moment ho full tho wheels 
bump over Ihe ties he threw on every 
onncn of air. 
He stopped In two car 


lengths. Tho ivheels of the observation 
car mopped over the point where tho 
tender hail li>ft Iho rails. 
The loco- 


motive and tender remained upright, 
although tho wheels rested on tho ttcn. 
Tho mall car toppled over and tho bag- 
KHK« cur went part way. The smoker 
plowed Into the hill, tho Klaus In the 
windows on the right liainl side bi-lng 
shattered. The car remained upright, 
as did the ones behind It. The gas 
lights ot the smoker and Ihe llrnt day 
coach were extinguished with tho first 
shock anil the darkuuxs added to the 
terror of the situation. 


Smoker Received Wont Shock, 
Passengers In the smokor received 


the worst shock. One man, from South 
Connellnvllle, nays they were thrown 
high Into the nlr nnd jarred about as 
the smoker careened towards tho hill. 
Fortunately It did not go Us side. 


The first thought of tho train crow 


was of thn passengers. 
As soon an 


Knglnoer Hughes made certain there 
wau no danger of tho locomotive going 
over nnd causing a boiler explosion, 
he leaped down and ran back to the 
smoker. 
Conductor Khodcs nnd the 


other trainmen were alrcady'at work 
endeavoring to UKcertnln whether any- 
one was killed or Injured. In tho course 
of half nn hour—It seemed nn oternlty 
to the crew—the dark couches wero 
ompth'd. N'o one dnri<d strlKe a match 
for fear the gas might be reaping nnd 
cauiso nn esplortlon. This was the rea- 
son for the delay In getting to the pas- 
senders of theso two cart. Tho pas- 
sengers Ihcinnelves were In n stnto of 
initilc, but were quickly rcniaurcd that 
there was no danger. 


Engineer Hughes received 
a 
bad 


fright concerning tho safety of his fire- 
man. Ho looked In vain (9r tho man 
on Iho left side of tho cab but failed to 
locale him. An hour or so after Ihe 
accident occurred tho fireman report- 
ed. It Is said ho had hiked .forward to 
find a telephone and sond nord to his 
family that ho was unln]ur»d. 


News of Wreck Slow. 


The train left hero lust evening it

This 
caused all exodus of automobiles from 
town. Rockwell Hull was OTIO ot tho 
first to leave.

ONE VICTIM IS BADLY HURT 


William H. Hohn Is Dcnd, Frank W'ls1! 


is in Hospital With Bullet Through 
His Lung and 
Wife 
Is 
Painfully 


Wounded. 


A triple Uiootlng occurred at Daw- 


eon last night which ictultcd in tho 
suicide of William Harricon 
Hohn, 


aged 23; the serious injury to Frank 
Welsh, nged 21, who has 
a 
bullet 


through his left lung, and the wound- 
Ing of Mrs. Hohn, now at Dawson suf- 
fering from a. bullet wound 
in 
her 


shoulder which, fortunately Ib 
not 


serious. 


The jealousy of Hohn caused tho 


tragedy. For more than a year tho 
couple had been estranged. 
He be- 


lieved that Welsh was too attentive 
to Ilia cousin, Mrs. Hohn, who 
had 


boon making her home with the Welsh 
family. 


The shooting took place near Dam- 


son, along the load to St, James 
paik. 
Mrs. Hohn and Welsh wero 


driving In a buggy. Intending to go to 
the scene of tho Baltimore & Ohio pas- 
Kengor wreck. Hohn faaw them com- 
ing and halted them along the road. 
Ho flourished an ugly looking revolv- 
er. Charging his> wife with infidelity 
and accusing Welsh of being her par- 
amour, Hohn flredl first at Welsu, wlu 
was struck in the back as he attempt- 
ed to leap from the buggy. Holm then 
shot his %\ ifc In the shoulder and turn- 
ed the weapon on himself. The bullet 
Inflicted %\ith. suicidal intent entered 
Holm's mouth and came out throiisl. 
the forehead. 


The shooting took place about 10 


o'clock and It happened that the road 
was much traveled 
by 
pedestrians 


Hocking to tho scene of the wreck 
ot N'o. S. The shots attracted atten- 
tion and scores were soon 
on 
tho 


scene. Dr. G. B. Roberts of Vanderbilt 
was summoned, Dr. Bell and other phy- 
sicians in tho nclghboihood 
having 


gone to tho wreck. Dr. Roberts arriv- 
ed soon after the shooting and direct- 
ed that Holm and Welsh bo rusiwd 
to the Cottage State Hospital as quick- 
ly' as possible. They were placed In 
an automobile and hurried here. Hohn 
died at the hospital about 1.15 this 
morning. 
Welsh this morning is re- 


ported to be in good condition and 
chances for recovery are bright unless 
pneumonia develops. Mrs. Hohn was 
removed to tho Welsh home, where 
she has been staying bince the es- 
trangement from her husband. 


Both Hohn and Welsh wore employ- 


ed as teamsters In Dawson and enjoy- 
ed a wide acquaintance there. 
Mis. 


Hohn Is about 24 years old. The trag- 
edy caused considerable excitement in 
D.iwson last night, coming 
Immedi- 


ately upon tho heels of the rumor that 
many persons had lost their H\cs In 
the wreck to No. 3 a few miles below 
that town.
